Time fo r Treating 
Old Age Is When 
Peo ple Reach 4 5 


Merano. Italy , Ju ly 16 
— 
Old age is a disease, a leading 
scientist said Tu esday , and the 
time to start treating it is be­ 
fore y ou ev en su sp ect y ou are 
aging. 
The critical period starts at 
abou t 4 5 y ears, added Enrico 
Greppi of Italy , President of the 
International Assn., of Geron­ 
tology . He spoke at the grou p ’s 
fou rth congress. Gerontology is 
the general stu dy of old age 
problems. 
Greppi, himself 65, said old 
age can be considered “a disease 
consisting of deficiencies and ill­ 
nesses—a chronic and fatally 
progressiv e disease.“ 
Catch It at Start 
Like any other disease, Grep ­ 
pi said, it can best be treated 
from its start with certain de­ 
tectable sy mp toms allowing for 
diagnosis and p rev entiv e medi­ 
cine and treatment to slow the 
process. 
These sy mptoms, Greppi said, 
are not baldness or gray ing hair, 
bu t su ch signs as a tendency to 
grow fat, or become nerv ou s. 
“Ov er-nu trition is one of the 
elements hastening old age in 
some people,” Greppi emp ha­ 
sized. 
He described the 4 5 -6 0 period 
as the critical age when p hy si­ 
cal and mental changes reach 
their climax . 


“The m ental. attitu de of a 
man of 50 toward old age can 
be self-damaging,” he ex plained. 
' The 6 0 to 7 0 period, Greppi 
said, is one of only gradu al ag­ 
ing and 
relativ e 
stability 
of 
mental attitu des and phy sical 
condition—“a period after the 
pilot has weathered the storm.’’ 


He called the-y ears after 7 0 
the period of senility . 
Mu st Accept Fate 
“Old age fs a fate we mu st 
accept," Greppi said. “We ger­ 
ontologists mu st not be asked to 
bring along a theory on how to 
achiev e new y ou th. It wou ld be 


u ndignified and morally wrong." 
The only scientist to su ggest 
to the Congress the possibility 
of a reju v enating treatment is 
Dr. Anna Aslan of Bu charest. 
She said in a p reliminary com­ 
mu nication that nov ocain can 
bring new y ou th to the aged. 
So far she has not ap p eared in 


Merano. 
Three Ru ssian gerontologists 
arriv ed here today . They may 
take p art in discu ssions, bu t are 
not schedu led to p resent any 
papers. The official list of dele­ 
gates carried no Ru ssian names. 
Abou t 4 5 0 scientists from 30 
cou ntries are attending.

Edward P. Trox ell, the chief gov­ 
ernm ent prosecutor, then b egan 
cross-ex amining the m i d w e s t 
b oss of the Team sters Union. 
Hoffa is charged with conspir­ 
ing to induce Cheasty to get a 
job with the committee, then 
b rib ing him to turn over its 
secrets to him. 
Hoffa testified he gave Cheasty 
$2,000 on March 12 as monthly 
compensation as co-counsel for 
the Midwest Team sters in con­ 
nection with the Senate investi­ 
gation of union wrongdoing. 
Several times today Hoffa said 
he had “no knowledge w hatever” 
that Cheasty had a job with the 
committee b efore his arrest. 
He said he never had any dis­ 
cussion concerning “Mr. Cheasty 
working for me in any other ca­ 
pacity than that in which I re­ 
tained him.’* 
Hired Him as Lawy er 
Hoffa said yesterday he hired 
Cheasty as a lawyer upon the

Malloy of Phoenicia to grant his 
judgm ent in his action against 
the New York Telephone Com­ 
pany.

damage to trees which the plain­ 
tiff, Lowell R. Dutcher, alleges 
were caused b y sprays used b y 
the New York Telephone Com­ 
pany to kill vegetation along its 
right of way. 
Supreme Court Justice Hall, 
after hearing Thomas L. Brow ne, 
counsel for Dutcher, and How­ 
ard C. St. John for Justice Mal­ 
loy, had handed down a w ritten 
decision dismissing the petition 
made b y Browne on the grounds 
that the justice of the peace was 
correct 
in 
refusing 
judgment 
for plaintiff where no proof had 
b een presented b y counsel for 
plaintiff. The court also held 
that plaintiff had failed to make 
the New York Telephone Com­ 
pany a party to the motion.
